One person was killed today 
and four others injured, one.,seri- 
ously, when the automobile in 
which they were riding went out 
of control, plunged through a 


guard rail on a bridge on Alby

The dead man was Joseph Sa- 


gez, 21 years old, of Hardin, III. 
Seriously injured was Robert Go- 
dar, also of Hardin. He suffered 
a fractured skull and was taken 
to Alton Memorial Hospital, Alton. 

The other injured, all of whom 
are at the Alton hospital, are 
Matthew H. Kiel of ‘East Hardin, 
Mrs. Alice Stamm, Jerseyville, and 
Miss Thelma Whittico, also of Jer- 
seyville, Kiel suffered body bruises. 
Mrs. Stamm had back injuries and 
Miss Whittico was cut about the 
mouth, 

Police said Kiel was driver of 
the machine, but they were unable 
to obtain a statement from him. 
After the accident, he and Godar 
crawled about 300 yards to a 
nearby farmhouse, where they 
summoned aid, Farmers dragged 
Mrs. Stamm and Miss Whittico 
from the wreckage, but were un- 
able to get at the body of Sagez. 

Four hours after the accident, 
which occurred about 5 a.m. today, 
wreckers righted the machine, 
which had overturned, and re- 
moved the body of Sagez,-who died 
apparently of a skull injury, The 
machine was about two yards off 
the railroad tracks.

AFL ELECTRICIANS 


Announcement After 
Meeting of Union Lead- 
ers and Civil Service 


Body—General Walk- 
out Threat. 


Substantial progress toward 
solving the wage problems of 
union municipal employes and in 
reaching a settlement of the strike 
of AFL electricians employed by 
the city was announced shortly 


ing of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and a committee of. nine 
Union leaders at Municipal Courts 
Building. 0 

The meeting brought forth fore- 


probable general strike of city 
workers “unless we can take back 
something concrete.” Speakers 
said they anticipated difficulty in 
persuading other crafts to cross 
the electricians’ picket lines, if 
picketing was resumed. Also, the 
union memberships wanted an an- 
swer to the general wage situ- 
ation, leaders stated. 

The announcement of progress 
was made after a conference, 
which followed an open meeting, 
in which John I. Rollings, execu- 
tive secretary of the Central 
Trades & Labor Union, partici- 
pated with Luther Ely Smith, 
commission chairman, and Joseph 
F. Holland, vice chairman. The 
electricians’ strike presumably 
will continue, and a second meet- 
ing of the commission and the 
union committee is scheduled for 
tomorrow, 

Rollings, * a plea for higher 
pay for eit) employes, told the 
commission: The electricians 
found it impossible to continue 
working in feeling the economic 
pinch; we regret that exceedifig- 
ly.” Discussing the city’s finan- 
cial conditioh, the union leader 
repeated a previous statement 
that “it is not right to ask the 
employes to subsidize their city 
by working below the prevailing 
wage scales.” 

Holland told the committee: 
“Obviously, some recommendation 
will go in.” To reporter® he add 
ed that he believed a new com- 
pensation ordinance would be 
recommended by the commission 
to the Board of Aldermen, “but 
probably not while the strike is 
still on.“ Holland termed the 
electricians’ strike “a bad prece- 
dent.” A municipal tragedy could 
result that none of us would soon 
forget,” he observed, 

Says Rise Was Wiped Out. 

Rollings stated that “the facts 
are undisputed” that men of the 
building crafts working for the 
city do not receive the same rate 
as that paid for commercial work. 
In other classifications of em- 
ployes the differential is not as 
clear, he said.

1200 BRITISH WAR 
BRIDES, CHILDREN 
AWAIT TRIP TO U.S. 


LONDON, Aug. 25 (UP)—Maj. 
Gen. Clayton L. Sissel), military 
attache to the American embassy 
here, said today there are about 
1200 British war. brides and their 


children still awaiting shipment to 
the United States more than two 
years after the end of the war. 

Bissell’s office produced figures 
showing that 33,403 British war 
brides and 13,740 children have al- 
ready journeyed to America to 
join their G.l, husbands and 
fathers. 

The Army still has roughly 700 
adults and 475 children awaiting 
passage to the States. They are 
leaving at the rate of 150 a day 
by commercial transportation. The 
Army has stopped carrying them 
in transports but Uncle Sam still 
foots the bill for passage. 

G. I.s contracted thousands of 
marriages with British women 
that have never been reported to 
Army authorities. No one really 
knows how many there are. 

The bride can’t go until her hus: 
band asks for her. Many a G.I. 
returned to the States tired of his 
overseas marriage and unwilling 
to take the step. 

A great majority of the ordinary 
married cases have been account- 
ed for and now the Army is clean- 
ing up the rest. Those that are 
left for the most ‘part are cases 
involving domestic difficulty.

Prisoner Had Served 60 
Days for Embezzling 
$750 From Firm Last

Mrs. Lee Carver, who, as Mrs. 
Lucille Gerfen, served 60 days in 
City Jail for the embezzlement of 
$750 from the Ken Connor Sport- 
ing Goods Co. last year, was being 
held by police today after she ad- 
mitted passing nine worthless 
checks for a total of $225 since 
her release. 

Mrs. Carver was arrested with 


her husband yesterday in a tavern 
at. Menard street and Russell 
boulevard in à routine investiga- 
tion. She said she and her hus- 
band, a former convict, had met 
while serving sentences in the City 
Jail last year and had married 
in Chicago after their release. 

When police informed Mrs, Car- 
ver they had an arrest order for 
her, she readily admitted passing 
the worthless checks. 

Mrs. Carver told police she used 
the money from the checks for 
“living expenses and having a 
good time in taverns.” 

Police reported further that Mrs, 
Carver admitted taking a checks 
for $250 payable to Morris Shen- 
ker, attorney, while she was em- 
ployed as a clerk in his office, and 
cashing it at a jewelry store where 
she had gone to pick up a watch 
for Mrs. Shenker. 

Mrs. Carver served 20 months 
of o 15-year sentence, imposed on 
her in Spokane, Wash., in 1944 on 
charges growing out of passing 
worthless checks there. At that 
time, she had left her husband 
and 11-year-old daughter to follow 
a sailor stationed at Farragut, 
Idaho. 

While no specific charges were 
Placed against Carver, police 
were holding him for investiga- 
tion.

QUITANDINHA, .Brazil, Aug. 25 
(UP)—Argentina won the first in- 
ter-American conference, recogni- 
tion today for its contention that 
aggression within 3 Western 
Hemisphere should be treated dif- 
3 than attacks from out-

The concession to the Argentine 
viewpoint came in the committee 
debating procedure to be followed 
under the proposed hemispheric 
defense treaty. 

By a 14 to 0 vote with four ab- 
stentions, the committee accepted 
the principle that in inter-Ameri- 
can consultation after an attack 
on an American state, interested 
parties be deprived of a vote if 
the attack ‘came from another 
American country. If the attack 
came from outside the hemisphere, 
the interested parties should be 
allowed to vote. 

The United States voted for the 
proposal. There was no immedi- 
ate explanation of the apparent 
United States inconsistency. The 
United States has campaigned vig- 
orously for the principle that at- 
tacks against American states

CORN PRICES OFF 8 CENTS 


Drouth Breaking Rains in . Mid- 
west Cause Drop. 
CHICAGO, 3 25 (AP)— 
Drouth-breaking rains in the 
Midwest caused corn prices to 
tumble eight cents a bushel, the

Provision Senate Killed 
Which Prohibited ‘Mo- 
nopolistic’ Walkouts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Chairman Hartley (Rep.), New 
Jersey, of the House Labor Com- 
mittee said today the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act “does not have enough 
teeth in it to give the public real 
protection against nation-wide 


strikes.” 

The co-author of the new labor 
measure said he will try to have 
Congress remedy the situation 
next year. 

Hartley told reporters the meas- 
ure was a compromise document, 
‘adding that its machinery to stop 
strikes “does not go far enough,” 

Under the act, the Government 
is authorized to obtain court in- 
junctions against nation-wide 
strikes endangering health and 
safety. 

“At the very best,” Hartley said, 
“this only stalls a strike off for 
85 days. There may be some 
means of extending the injunc- 
tions for additional 85-day periods 

but even this is doubtful.” 

Hartley said he plans to press 
for enactment of the monopolistic 
strike secticn of the original 
Hartley bill. This provision failed 
to win Senate approval and was 
discarded from the final draft of 
the act, which became law oven 
President Truman's veto. It de- 
fined as a monopolistic strike a 
walkout resulting from “any con- 
spiracy. collusion or concerted 
pian of action between employes 
of competing employers” where 
the employes are not represented 
by the same union. 

Unions violating this section 
could have been sued by the Gov- 

ent under anti-trust laws, 
sued by employers for civil dam- 
ages, and could have been barred 
from making use of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

Hartley said he is studying also. 
the possibility of writing a strong- 
er bar against mass picketing. 

Harvey W. Brown, president of 
the International Association of 
Machinists, said yesterday that it 
is a “physical impossibility” for 
his organization and other major 
unions to meet requirements and 
time limits set up by the new Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board un- 
der the Taft-Hartley Law. 

He said the 20-day limit for 
filing “non-Communist affidavits,” 
fixed last Friday by Robert N. 
Denham, NLRB general council, 
means that the machinists’ union 
faces having 405 of its NLRB 
cases dismissed “through no fault 
of its own.” 

Brown said union officers will 
file the “I am not a Communist” 
affidavits as soon as forms can 
be made available in the field, 
but asserted this involved af- 
fidavits from 13,028 officers. 


NLRB Decision May Lead to Test 
On Communist Bar. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (UP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board today issued a decision 
which may enable the CIO to force 
a Supreme Court test of the 
Taft-Hartley Law provision bar- 
ring unions from using the NLRB 
if any of their officers are Com- 

munists. 

The decision favored the CIO 
International Fur and Leather 
workers, headed by Ben Gold, an 
avowed Communist, in a case in- 
volving discrimination in favor 
of the AFL by the Geraldine Nov- 
gity Co., Gloversville, N. 1. 
The board, in a two-to-one de- 
cision, ordered the company to 
stop discriminating against the 
CIO group in favor of the AFL. It 
ordered reinstatement with back 
pay of eight AFL members fired 
on the ground they were CIO 
sympathizers. 

The decision, one of the NLRB’s 
last under terms of the Wagner 
Act before its recent modification, 
is enforceable in United States 
District Court. However, the 
NLRB has announced it will re- 
view all existing orders in the 
light of the new law before seek- 
ing enforcement. 

Should the board decide in re- 
viewing this case that the Taft- 
Hartley Communist bar prohibits 
it from seeking enforcement, it 
can direct dismissal of the com- 
plaint for that reason. 

That would give Gold and the 
CIO an opportunity to make a 
legal test of the provision of the 
law—a test which would almost 
certainly reach the Supreme court. 
CIO unions so far have refused to 
sign non-Communist affidavits re- 
quired by the act as a condition 
of obtaining NLRB services on 
the ground the provision is un- 
constitutional.

BUYING OF CHEAPER 
CUTS OF MEAT URGED 


Retail Dealers’ Speaker Puts 
Blame for High Prices on 
‘Greed’ of Farmers. 


Housewives, embattled by the 
continuing high cost of meat, were 
told to buy cheaper cuts today, 
on the theory that any cuts are 
as nutritious as any others, re- 
gardless of cost. The advice was 
tendered by John L. Hoppe, Meat 
Merchandising Magazine pub- 
lisher, 

Hoppe, chief speaker of the 
afternoon of the sixty-second an- 
nual convention of the National 
Association of Retal Meat Dealers 
at Jefferson Hotel, laid the blame 
for the high prices of meat to 
“the greed of 
farmer-producers, who get three 
times the prewar prices for their 
live animals, and high packer and 
transportation charges.” | 
Hoppe said he saw no prospect 
of meat prices coming down in 
the near future, even though “the 
average reat retailer has short- 
ened hi- profit 33 1-3 per cent in 
an effort to bridge the gap be- 
tween the farm producer and the 
consumer.” 

The only possible means by 
which meat prices can be reduced 
were listed as: 

A major depression, in which all 
prices would topple; : increased 
meat production in -the United 
States, a rather unlikely prospect 
considering that the number of 
beef animals per capita has 
dropped 50 per cent in 30 years; 
the importation of foreign beef, an 
even unlikelier prospect because of 
federal beef-and-mouth disease re- 
strictions; less “greed” on the part 
of the farmer-producers; and, “an 
even greater efficiency in the re- 
tail markets through the introduc- 
tion of self-service meats.”

—The per capita income of Ameri- 
cans, rising.in almost every state, 
reached a new peak of $1200 in

1946, the Department of Com- 


merce reported yesterday. 


The average is more than dou- 
ble the $575 income per man, 
woman and child in 1940, and is 
9 per cent higher than in 1945. 
The total income paid to indi- 
viduals* last year — including 
wages, dividends, interests, rents, 
social security benefits, relief, 
pensions and incomes from farms 
and other unincorporated busi- 
nesses—totaled 169 billion dollars. 
The 1945 total was 155 billion dol- 
lars. 

In Missouri the per capita in- 


creased 127 per cent or from $505 
to $1148. The increase over 1945 
was 15 per cent, 

In Tiltnois the per capita in- 
come, 1940 to 1946, increased 109 
per cent or from $726 to $1486. 
The increase over 1945 was 12 
per cent. é 

In Arkansas the per capita in- 

come, 1940 to 1946, increased 169 
per cent or from $252 to $697. 
The increase over 1945 was 9 per 
cent. 
Gains of 10 to 12 per cent over 
1945 were shown in the New Eng- 
land, Central, Middle East and 
Northwestern regions. In the Far 
West, Southwest and Southeast, 
where the war had already made 
the greatest increases in income, 
the 1946 rise was proportionately 
smaller. 

The big rise in farm income last 
year gave these states the great- 
est percentage increase in total in- 
come in 1946: Iowa, 27 per cent; 
Montana, 20 per cent; Minnesota, 
18 per cent; Wyoming, 17 per 
cent; North Carolina, 16 per cent, 
and Missouri, 15 per cent.

Mississippi's $555 was the lowest 
per capita income, and all 15 of 
the Southern states, were among 
the 16 states wtih the lowest aver- 
ages. West Virginia, in the Mid- 
die Eastern group, was the six- 
teenth. 

In Florida, Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, where income payments 
did not rise, and in most states 
where the gain was well below the 
average, the lag was attributed to 
the curtailment of some war ac- 
tivity such as shipbuilding or air- 
craft production, 1 

In the defense and war years 
1940 through 1945 the biggest in- 
creases were concentrated in the 
South and West, where munitions 
industries and military payments 
showed up strongly. In New Eng- 
land and the Middle East income 
expansion lagged in that period. 
In 1946, as peactime pursuits re- 
covered, the movement reversed. 

In almost all states, however, 
per capita income last year ex- 
ceeded wartime highs, and in 
three-fourths of the states the per 
capita income was at least dou- 
ble the 1940 level.

The agency must 
be aware of both old and contem- 
plated scientific development and 
competent to detect e 
activity even in previously 
plored fields. eit acai a ee 
For Eliminating Rivalries. 

To eliminate national rivalries 
resulting from secrecy, the agency 
must dispense scientific informa- 
tion so freely that each nation will 
profit by participating in the ex-

search, and otherwise encourage 
individual experimentation. 

“There are no limitations on 
human thought,” says the paper, 
“hence there can be no secrets as 
far as ideas are concerned. It is 
by control of the actual materials, 
not by the prohibition of research, 
that their misuse can be pre- 
vented.

No War Signs 
In Macedonia 


People in Tito’s Sec- 
ond Smallest Repub- 
lic Pray for Peace, 
He Reports.

SKOPLJE, Yugoslavia (AP). 
HE people of Macedonia fear 

Teer war but pray for 
peace. 

This second smallest republic of 
federative Yugoslavia has been in 
the international spotlight for the 
last year as an alleged rear base 
for Greek revolutionists. 

Some of the mountains held by 
the rebels are just beyond the 
frontier and Macedonian peasants 
frequently hear distant gunfire. 

It has been officially announced 
here that more than 20,000 refu- 
gees, many of them women and 
children, have fled into Macedonia 
in this troubled period to escape 
death or imprisonment in Greece. 

But foreign charges concerning 
Macedonia’s purported role in the 
Greek civil war appear to a for- 
eigner actually on the spot as 
either gross exaggeration or with- 
out foundation. 

Observers Embarrassed. 

It is a fact that British and 
American diplomatic and military 
observers in Yugoslavia are re- 
peatedly embarrassed by the fan- 
ciful rumors planted in the world 
press by Greek Government 
spokesmen. ' 

These observers have Yugoslav 
passes—and use them—authorizing 
travel to any locality in the coun- 
try. So far they haven’t been able 
to confirm affy reports of prepara- 
tions for aggression. 

This. correspondent was one of 
seven American newspaper men 
who recently motored, minus 
Yugoslav escort, back and forth 
along the Greek-Macedonian bor- 
der for a week, We took some 
trails where only donkeys and 
jeeps venture, We found no gun- 
crammed arsenal for intensifying 
the tragic conflict in Greece. We 
saw a Macedonia absorbed in 
peaceful economic development, 

Recent Greek charges con- 
cerning hospitals and other instal- 
lations for aiding Greek guer- 
rillas and reports of an “inter- 
national brigade” have placed 
these in Albania, rather than 
Yugoslavia.) 

If Government policy continues 
to be synchronized with public 
opinion here, there is reason to

Last week General Motors shut 
down its Chevrolet and Pontiac 
divisions for want of steel and 
promptly Walter Reuther, head 
of the United Automobile Work- 
ers, CIO, demanded a federal 
investigation of the steel industry. 
Reuther argues that steel com- 
panies are deliberately restricting 
production and production capac- 
ity. Yet today’s layoffs are in 
pattern. Customarily in prewar 
years companies closed down for 
model changeover and inventory. 

In any event, the test is here. 
Is this the long-heralded reces- 
sion? It’s significant that both 
‘the 1929 and 1937 busts began in 
September. It’s also noteworthy 
that steel scrap, always a sensi- 
tive indicator, has been weak in 
recent weeks—off from $43 to 
$38 a ton. 


The case for or against in 
creased steel capacity is complex. 
Today steel output is 50 per cent 
higher than in 1937, 40 per cent 
higher than in 1929. Yet total 
production of all goods and serv- 
ices is up about 60 per cent. So 
it can be argued that steel pro- 
duction and steel capacity have 
lagged behind the nation. It can 
be argued also that if we are to 
have full employment, then we 
must have more steel capacity. 


Is This Normal?

Referring to the advertisement of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway under the 
caption, Let's Wake Up Rip Van Win- 
kle,” appearing in the Post-Dispatch un- 
der date of Aug. 18: 

The schedules of fast freight trains 
from California to Chicago and from 

to the coast areas, as men- 
tioned in the advertisement, simply do 
not occur as à mere coincidence. Trains 
running on different roads from Cali- 
fornia to Chicago in exactly 118 hours 
and 30 minutes, and from Chicago to 
coast areas in exactly 130 hours flat, 
can only do so by some concerted action. 
It simply does not happen in the ordi- 
nary operation of trains. 

If the schedule of fast freight trains 
between California and Chicago can be 
reduced one whole day, or 24 hours, that 
should be done at once. Not only that, 
the trains moving wheat and other food 
products should be given the right of 
Way over any passenger train, whether 
or not an extra-fare train.

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A Dangerous Detour 


It's a strange alliance that wants to revive | 


the road-wrecking Curry resolution, which the 
Legislature pigeonholed. Hugh Stephens of Jef- 
ferson City described the mixed sponsorship. The 
former president of the Citizens’ Road Associa- 
tion also answered for the peoplé of Missouri: 
The highways of this state do not belong 
to the Automobile Club, the oil interests, 
the bus and truck interests or others. They 
are the responsibility of the public. 

Yet these groups are working hard to push the 
issue before the Legislature again, as Curtis A. 
Betts stated in a dispatch from Jefferson City. 
This Curry resolution would increase the state’s 
2-cent gas tax by 1½ cents a gallon. It would 
give half-a-cent to the citiés and 1 cent to the 
counties for building urban and farm- market 
roads. All that looks plausible, on the surface. 

What's wrong with it? The Curry resolu- 
tion is the worst detour from Missouri’s estab- 
lished road system since the Quinn bill, which 
used to pop up regularly. 

1. This measure would take road sonstruction 
out of the control of the Highway Commission. 
It’s all very well for the Auto ‘Club to protest 
that the Legislature could remedy this matter 
of supervision—the Legislature has not done so. 

2. The Curry resolution would hand over state 
road funds to 114 counties and 251 cities, and let 
them spend it. This is an invitation to boon- 
doggling. It means wasteful duplication of 
equipment and effort. Above all, it means in- 
experienced local direction of road work as a 
substitute for professional supervision by the 
Highway Commission. 

3. The proposal would destroy the state’s in- 
tegrated road system. One locality would be free 
to build roads one way and tlie next another. 
Few of these helter-skelter roads might feed 
logically into the main highways. 
rection is necessary if there is to be a unified 
road network. 

4. This resolution would freeze the gas tax at 
3½ cents, which is exceptionally low. Undoubt- 
edly that is a prime object of the transportation 
lines working for the measure. 

5. The Curry plan would prevent cities from 
levying gas taxes. 
with local taxing powers, and it is extremely 
doubtful that the half-a-cent levy returned by 
the state to cities would make up the difference 
in lost revenue. 

6. The best e are that the Curry reso- 
lution would leave insufficient funds for the 
state highways, where repairs and new construc- 
tion are needed. The Auto Club disputes this, 
but Mr. Stephens replied with official figures. 
These showed that on the basis of current rev- 
enue, the Highway Commission would have a 
$100,000,000 deficit in 10 years. 

7. All of this would be written into the Mis- 
souri Constitution, if the voters should be misled 
into accepting it. Detailed tax rates and appor- 
tionment rules have no place in the state char- 
ter, and it is a sign of what the Curry-ites intend 
that they would like to freeze their notions into 
a constitutional amendment. 

Finally, the whole idea is exactly what Mis- 
souri was trying to get away from when it es- 
tablished its non-political Highway Commission. 
Years of local road building ended in a political 
quagmire with few roads built. Under the com- 
mission, our 16,000 miles of primary and sec- 
ondary roads have become the envy of most 
neighboring states, many of which have far 
higher gas taxes, It is a record to he proud of. 

Everyone knows that Missouri needs more 
rural roads. Lack of funds compelled the High- 
way Commission to concentrate on the main road 
network. This situation can be corrected by in- 
creasing the gasoline tax to provide money for 
both the highways and country roads, but leav- 
ing the construction of all of these under the 
expert guidance of the Highway Commission. 


Then Missouri would have a co-ordinated road 


system. 

But the Curry resolution would put road- 
building back in a deep and hopeless rut. For- 
tunately it lies deep in a legislative pigeonhole, 
where it belongs.

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Brighter Prospect in Greece 

The fall of the Maximos Cabinet in Greece 
was all to the good. Made up chiefly of rightists, 
it reflected King Paul’s corrupt government. 
Since the United States was given wide power of 
supervision in Greece, in return for the large 
sum we.are to pour into that poverty-stricken 
land, the Maximos Cabinet was in effect an 
American liability so long as it continued in 
power. 

Disagreement over proposed changes in its 


personnel caused the Maximos Cabinet’s resig- 


nation. So runs the official explanation. Many 
Americans will hope that these changes were be- 
ing insisted upon by the United States. Dwight 
Griswold, head of the American mission, has been 
in Athens a month and a half, That is long 
enough for him to have ‘made known the wide- 
spread disgust in the United States at the ter- 
riorism, political persecution’ and Gestapo rule 
of the country which we are to maintain as a 
bulwark against the spread of Communism, 

Like it or not, there is now only one course 
for the United States in Greece. That is to 
place a guiding hand on affairs of state. Appar- 
ently we are beginning to do just this. For it 
is reported that our Embassy, under Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh, has let the venerable Liberal leader, 
Sophoulis, know that the United States would 
like to see some Liberals in the new Cabinet. 

If it contained no Liberals, a cabinet headed 
by Constantin Tsaldaris would be little if any 


better than the one which collapsed. Tsaldaris 


was Foreign Minister for Maximos; he was part 
of the rightist control under which Greeks have | 
seethed and fought and killed one another. His 
offer to Sophoulis to establish a two-party Cabi- 
net undoubtedly reflects American influence. In- 
deed, it is noteworthy that this offer, as well as 
the resignation of Maximos, came almost imme- 
diately on the return of Tsaldaris to Athens from 
consultations in Washington. 

The state is still one of flux, but the prospect 
is béginning to brighten. It could hardly have 


become any darker—short of outbreak of war.

The Legion's Misguided Mission 

As a part of its Americanism work, the 
American Legion has announced a “multi- 
million-dollar” campaign against Communist 
propaganda. Each month in 1948, says National 
Commander Paul H. Griffith, at least 10,000,000 
families will receive a booklet proving funda- 
mental advantages jn American life. 

“Mr. Griffith starts the present crusade with a 
“Our vulnerability,” he says, 
“lies only in ignorance.” Very few Americans 
are ignorant of the Communists’ purpose. Ex- 
cept for a few fanatics, the thing that makes 
Communist converts is not ignorance but per- 
sonal distress without hope of relief from the 
present system. Our weakness is not in igno- 
rance but in negligence. 

The American Legion itself has a heavy ac- 
counting to pay for negligence. The commonest 
distress, among veterans and others, comes from 
too little and too poor housing. Several veteran 
organizations have taken up that challenge, But 
the national Legion’s attitude hag run from in- 
difference to outright opposition. Its executive 
committee opposed the non-partisan Taft-Ellen- 
der-Wagner bill. The Missouri Department re- 
fused to support the public housing bill. 

Without spending a cent, thé Legion could, do 
more for Americanism than all its propaganda 
millions will do. It could mobilize its remark- 
ably efficient lobby in favor of housing. Unless 
it does, 120,000,000 pieces of propaganda will re- 
lieve no young family living doubled up with in- 
laws, make no hero’s home in a converted garage 
more attractive. 
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An Argentine Compromise? 

Argentina went to the Rio conference with 
the curious doctrine that aggression by outsiders 
should be. the subject of immediate mutual de- 
fense, but that aggression by one American na- 
tion on another should not be. Senator Vanden- 
berg promptly, and rightly, said, “It won't do.” 
Nevertheless, it is reported that a compromise. is 
being developed which goes a long way to meet 
Argentina’s view. 

The compromise, according to this report, is 


that an attack by one American state on another 


would be the subject of joint consultations be- 
fore military measures were taken by the treaty 
nations. How much stronger is this, actually, 
than no treaty at all? Doesn't it make it possi- 
ble for a state to carry out its aggression on a 
weaker neighbor while the other nations are try- 
ing to decide what to do—presenting them with 
a fait accompli before their minds are made up? 
The Rio conference was called to write a trea- 
ty extending the wartime Act of Chapultepec. 
The compromise appears to recede too far from 
the good principle of that 1945 compact. It said: 


Every attack of a state against the in- 
tegrity of the inviolability of the territory, 
or against the sovereignty or political in- 
dependence of an American state... shall 
be considered an act of aggression against 
the other states. 


No distinction is made between aggression 


from inside or outside the hemisphere, and for 
good reason. How can the American republics 
stand together against foreign aggression if they 
are fighting among themselves? The first requi- 
site of a hemispheric defense is that there be 
peace within the hemisphere. 

Aside from this defect of logic, 3 5 
proposal may be compromised in the eyes of 
her neighbors by Dictator Peron's own military 
ambitions. He has concentrated on building his 
army and constructing military posts near the 
frontiers with Chile, Brazil, Bolivia, Paraguay 


and Uruguay. Naturally, none of these states 


feels too secure. They have more reason than 
the powerful United States to desire that the 
inter-American treaty recognize aggression for 
exactly what it is, wherever it may arise.

Mississippi's Fine Health Plan 


The Mirror

State faced up to severe shortage of physicians and did something 
about it, former St. Louisan writes; Legislature passed a student- 
aid bill; under this plan 78 whites and eight Negroes are being sent 
to medical schools on promise to return to Mississippi to practice.

State governments, as a rule, are not 
prone to issue publications that place their 
states in an unfavorable light. A drastic 
exception to this rule, however, was a book- 
let published a year ago by the Mississippi 
State Board of Health in which it called 
Mississippi “the forty-eighth state.” 


The title came from the fact that Mis- 
sissippi at that time was last among the 
states in ratio of doctors, nurses and hos- 
pital beds to total population, in total days 
of hospitalization, in number of live births 
in hospitals, and had the highest number 
of births unattended by a physician. 


The nearly 2,500,000 residents of Missis- 
sippi call the doctor well over a million 
times a year, but in many instances their 
calls must go unheeded, for in 1945 there 
was only one physician for every 2200 per- 
sons in the state. (The national ratio is 
one physician for every 854 persons; New 
York state one to 597). . 


The lack of young doctors in Mississippi 
has not sprung from a lack of interest in 
medicine by the 6000 boys who finished 
high school each year in the state. Dur- 
ing the last 20 years, more than 1000 Mis- 
sissippi boys have finished medical train- 
ing in other states, but less than 40 per 
cent came back to Mississippi to practice. 


The Picture Brightens 


Although the shortages of medical serv- 
ices are serious for all residents of the 
state, they are even more limited for Ne- 
groes. The population of Mississippi is ap- 
proximately 49 per cent Negro, but there 
are only 54 licensed Negro doctors and 
less than 2000 Negro hospital beds in the 
state. 


In 1945, in spite of the desperate need 
for doctors, especially in rural areas, Mis- 
sissippians could look for no young physi- 
cians except those who were fortunate 
enough to be able to obtain a medical edu- 
cation on their own resources. Since that 


time, however, the picture has brightened 
considerably. 


The 1945 session of the Mississippi Legis- 
lature, after a study of the doctor short- 
age, medical school tuition and living costs, 
set up a medical education scholarship pro- 
gram designed to obtain general practition- 
ers in rural areas quickly, and to help de- 
serving students meet the costs of a med- 
ical education. 

Under this program, any Mississippi boy 
or girl is aided who needs funds to com- 
plete a medical education, who has com- 
pleted premedical college work, is accept- 
able for a class A medical school and who 
will sign a contract agreeing to return to 
the state and practice for a minimum of 
two years in a rural area approved by the 
State Medical Education Board, 


It’s a Small Beginning 


Such aid comes through loans up 0 $1250 
a school year for a maximum of $5000 in 
four years. If, however, the student prac- 
tices medicine in the approved area for 


- five years, his loan is discounted at one- 


fifth of his total loan a year. 


At the present time 86 students are ate 
tending 15 medical schools under the plan. 
The awardees, eight ofwhom are Negroes, 
were selected from more than 400 applica- 
tions from 80 of the 82 counties of the 
state. Fifty-three of the awardees are vet- 
erans of World War II. 


Just as the leaders of the medical edu- 
cation program faced their problem of 
medical service in 1945 with their unusual 
publication that called attention frankly to 
the distressing state of medical services in 
Mississippi, they realize now that these 86 
medical students are but a small beginning. 


They are, however, a tangible beginning 
ig the right direction, and Mississippi, 
which has admitted that it knows its own 
faults much better than anyone else, has 
every right to be more than a little proud 
of being a pioneer in a unique program of 
medical training. 


Fly Ash on the South Side 


From the South Side Journal 


The time has come when some definite 
steps must be taken by every industry 
operating in and near South St. Louis to 
put an end to the fly ash nuisance which 
appears to be getting worse. 

It has long been the custom to blame 
the fly ash nuisance on the Union Electric 
Co.’s Cahokia plant. Responsive to public 
opinion, the Union Electric Co. is installing 
electrostatic ash precipitators, rated by 
engineers as 95 per cent efficient in re- 
moving ash particles from smoke. 


However, if, as Union Electric says, that . 


company is responsible for only 10 per cent 
of the fly ash which offends South Side 
residents, the action taken by the company 
to correct this evil will be more or less a 
negative nature. Unless the other sources 
of air pollution are isolated, there is little 
hope for relief. 

The utility company has devised a method 
of determining the amount of fly ash 
deposited during any given period. This 
is a clock-moved, gummed-tape mechanism 


which catches 24-hour samples of dust in 
the air at stations throughout the city. 


Would it not be well for city officials 
to name some impartial group to tackle 
this problem? This group first would 
determine the validity of the so-called 
tape test, used by Union Electric, and sec- 
ondly, it would conduct its own test either 
by this or by some other effective means. 


It is imperative to determine all con- 
tributors to this nuisance, and to do it in 
as short order as possible, so that long 
suffering residents of South St. Louis may 
have relief.

The only fair thing 
is to suggest that anybody interested in 
what a totalitarian regime can do with its 
unlimited powers read this book and study 
it carefully. 

It is a sad picture but one which must 
be faced. If what the authors and their 
collaborators present is a true picture of a 
nation of living dead, there is an urgent

After all, our past treatment of 
the Mexicans has been beneath 
our best traditions. Yet Mexico is 
the key to our Latin American 
policy.

By “green stock piling” I mean 
that the United States should con- 


tinue to finance the abaca (Manila 
hemp) plantations that saved the 
Navy during the war and cin- 
chona trees for quinine. 


In addition, we should invest, 
to a limited degree, in the growth 
of many other plants, like rubber, 
now grown in distant areas that 
can be successfully cultivated in 
Central America. By cultivating 
these things within reach and in 
reasonable amount, the United 
States would be building up “green 
warehouses” as strategic reserves. 


No Room for Nationalism. | 


The key to Central America 
economies ig flood control to stop 
erosion and permit this alternately 
overdry and over wet area to 
maintain a steady three crops an- 
nually. 


Political ‘consolidation could 
start with the federation of Guate- 
mala, Honduras and Salvador. Re-

Absolute Security Is Gone. 


These, rather than any in- 
discriminate economic support, 
should absorb us now. Indeed, as 
a general rule, our hemispheric 
policy—as ex-Secretary of State 
Spruille Braden has insisted— 
should be consciously discrimi 
tory in favor of democracy an 
against dictatorship. 

Down here among the Latins I 
have become convinced that spe- 
cific schemes like these, rather 
than any half-baked Army plans 
for arming often hostile and inde- 
cent regimes, would give us the 
maximum of relative hemispheric 
security in a world where absolute 
security has ceased to exist.

Mrs. Edison and a lifetime friend. 
Edward E. Hughes of Franklin. 
Pa., lawyer and steel manufac- 
turer, were married. He died five 
years later, and the widow pre 
ferred to use the name Edison. 

Born at Akron, O., July 16, 
1865, Mrs. Edison was the daugh: 
ter of Lewis Miller, who, with 
Bishop John H. Vincant of the 
Methodist church, founded the 
Chautauqua Institute. She inher. 
ited her father’s interest in this 
cultural activity, and in 1922 be- 
came the fourth woman crustee 
of the institute. 


Mrs. Edison became honorary 
chairman of the Edison Founda- 
tion in 1946. Last February she 
deeded Seminole Lodge for 61 
years the Edison winter home at 
Fort Myers, Fla., to that city for 
a botanical garden, library and 
memorial shrine.

own coast-to-coast highway—a 
40-mile-wide strip which the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration yes- 
terday designated formally for 
marking as the nation’s “Skyway 
No, 1.“ Survey flights along the 
transcontinental flying rote, link- 
ing Los Angeles and Washington, 
will begin Sept. 8, CAA Director 
T. P. Wright announced. It is a 
civic project with the Government 
furnishing advice—no cash. 

The east-west skyway will be 
equipped with direction and in- 
formation. markers in the same 
way that trunk highways are 
marked for the motorist, For this 
purpose, the tops of buildings, wa- 
ter towers and barns will be uti- 
lized,‘ and in wide stretches of 
open country—as in the desert— 
the ground.

THE BIG CHANGE in 1948 models will be the 
engines. Virtually all the companies have new 
power plants ready to install in bodies which 
will have only slightly racier contours. 

New engines will not be the rule for all 1948 
models, however. General motors, for instance, 
has new motors ready for the Chevrolet, Pontiac, 
Olds, Buick and Cadillac, but will use them only

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The new engines are, on the average, nearly 
200 pounds lighter than the engines they'll 
‘replace. They will burn a new type of gasoline 
—already promised by the big oil companies for 
1948—of a higher octane content than the high- 
test gas now on sale. 

The present high-test gas has a 72 octane 
rating. The gas for the new engines will be 
closer to 100 octane, which was the typé used 
in war planes during World War II. 
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THOUGH much more compact, the new high- 
compression engines will be about one-third 
“more powerful. The gasoline they'll need win 
be ve, perhaps more than 30 cents a 
but the engines will be more economical 

than the old types and the over-all cost of driv- 
ing such new cars’ will be about the same. 

Few motorists realize the tremendous cost of 
making changes in cars which must be mass- 

built. The new Cadillac engine, for instance, 
cost $35,000,000 to develop, plus costs of testing 
it for a couple of years. 

The only rear-engined cars for 1948 will be 
a small number of handmade Tuckers, to be 
fashioned while that company attends to its 
fiscal problems and tools up for mass production. 

The rest of the industry remains skeptical, 
though all companies have stacks of blue-prints, 
small plaster models of rear-epgined cars and, 
in some cases, actual test cars. 7 

The rap against the rear-engined car at this 
time takes several tangents. The auto makers 
complain that rear-engines are difficult to cool; 
that they blot out luggage space; that they 

make high speeds harder to control, and that 
they destroy a cars balance which has taken 
the industry 40 years to achieve. 

The manufacturers cannot give 1948 customers 
more vision in closed models without weakening 
the strength of car tops. And they say they 
cannot consider the front compartment as much 
of a luggage space, in future rear-engined mod- 

. els, because of the clearances needed for turning 
the front wheels. The industry is fundamentally 
conservative and, as we pointed out, is not faced 
with the need of “selling” arrestingly new gad- 


gets. 
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CONTOUR CHANGES of the next few years 
will flow from the new engines, curiously 
enough. Because they Will be smaller, there will 
be an opportunity for the designers to do some- 
thing with hoods—probably dip them down to 
give dfivers more of a view of the road. 

The “dream departments” of each company 
keep humming. They are closely guarded 

’ against spies and from the public. 

But General Motors let me peek into their 
futuristic department today for a look at draw- 
ings of proposed models projected as far into 
the future as 1952. 

. Whether they'll be adopted, no one knows. 
It might interest you to know, however, that the 
designers seem to be going fin-crazy. The rear 
fenders of a 1952 model sweep up into fins that 
look like the tail of a P-38, and the hoods droop 
down to hub-cap level.

. How many married couples 
are permanently childless? 

A. Census figures show that in 
1940 there were 15.4 per cent of all 
wives, 45 years old and more, who 
had never borne a child, In 1890 
the proportion was only 7.9 per 
cent. 7 

Q. Do counselors actually suc- 
ceed in helping married couples to 
get rid of conflict? 

A. Actual figures are hard to 
get. Mrs. Harriet Mowrer, who 
has worked on this subject for 
many years in Chicago and has 
written several books on it, states 
that in 120 cases of marital dis- 
cord she made a complete adjust- 
ment in 70, a partial adjustment 
in 32. It might be said that when 


an intelligent couple wants to co- 
operate in working out their prob- 
lems, a competent counselor can 
usually show them how to do so. 

. In what proportion of mar- 
riages is the wife older than the 
husband? , 

A. Not more than 10 per cent, 
and usually the difference is not 
more than a year or two. Gen- 
erally, about 80 per cent of men 
marry brides younger than them- 
selves. Dr. Otis D. Duncan, Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma sociologist, 
who studies this subject, concluded 
that not more than one woman in 
every 35 marries a man who is 
more than two yéars younger 
than herself. 

Q. How many husbands desert 
their families? 

A. Of course there are no rec- 
ords as there are in divorces, The 
number of desertions has been 
estimated at 50,000 per year, but 
some students think it may be 
four or five times as high.

The fact is that, for the 
first time, ‘we have set apart a 
group of people in r country 
the labor union people. 

I think there is no question ‘t 
what union labor has neglected 
to assume certain responsibilities 
which came to it with growing 
strength, but there are certain 
things in this act which, as an 
American citi n, I resent. Why 
should the head of a union be 
asked to declare that he is not a 
Communist? It will shortly be- 
come necessary, before we start 
out to earn.a living, to declare 
all sorts of things about ourselves 
which we considered nobody's 
business in the past. If we are 
going to make labor union leaders 
register as non-Communists, we 
had better do the same for the 
heads of business,

INCIDENTALLY, why not have 
them at the same time assert that 
they are not Fascists? One is as 
dangerous as the other, since 
what we are trying to do is to 

ke sure that, in this country of 
ours, all people are Americans. 

This particular provision in this

IT ALSO SEEMS a bit high- 
handed to tell uniong that mem- 
bers can be expelled only for non- 
payment of dues. I am sure there 
have been some abuses in the ex- 
pelling of members but, on the 
other hand, there have been some 
abuses on the part of manage- 
ment in the dismissal of employes 
because of union membership. 

It seems to me that it is an in- 
fringement on our liberties to set 
up for a union, in the matter of 
health and welfare funds, re- 
strictions for the administration 
of these funds. Of course, the 
employer does contribute toward 
them, but he contributes in order 
that his employes may be able to 
accomplish through their organ- 
ization the things that they de- 
sire, The employer is not /likely 
to see things in the same light as 
the employe. The limitation of 
the purposes of such funds to 
medical care, retirement or death 
benefits, insurance, and compensa- 
tion zor injury or illness result- 


ing from work, might not always 


meet the ideas of the employes. 
Such is the act, however, and 
we are assured that it Is open to 
amendment. I hope we will watch 
with interest how it is amended.

HE FORTUNE of a crusty old 
T bachelor, dead more than 100 

years, has bought and paid for 
everything from babies to bed- 
spreads for hundreds of young 
married couples in West Baton 
Rouge parish (county), 23 brides 
sharing in this s distribution, 
just completed for the 123rd year. 


The bachelor was Julien Poy- 
dras, Louisiana’s first poet and 
one of her wealthiest citizens, and 
a portion of the fortune he left is 
still paying for babies, home fur- 
nishizigs and houses for numerous 
young couples who benefited from 
his strange bequest—a trust fund 
to provide dowries for “worthy 
brides.” 

The 23 brides who shared in the 
fund this year each received $50, 


“interest on $32,000 set aside in 1824 


by the will of Poydras to create 
the Julien Poydras Dowry Fund. 

Poet and moneymaker, Poydras 
believed in romance and true love, 
A bachelor—he believed in mar- 
riage. Because of these convic- 
tions, he provided in his will for 
all of the brides of West Baton 
Rotige parish, where two of his 
great plantations. were located, 
and for those of Pointe Coupée 
parish, where his home and many 
of his holdings were. 

The Pointe Coupee fund was 
later used to erect a school, but 
West Baton Rouge brides still 
benefit.

Julien was then a young man 
in Brittany, the mothers say, and 
fell in love with a girl whose par- 
ents were very poor. The ardent 
suitor cared not one whit for the 
dowry, but French custom ruled 
against the match and the mar- 
riage did not take place, Of that 
much the mothers are certain. 


Broken-hearted, young Julien 
Poydras joined the French Navy, 
destined never to return to his 
native land but instead to find 
fame and fortune in that new 
France which became Louisiana. 


In an engagement with a Bftit- 
ish man-of-war in 1760, he was 
captured, and during two years’ 
imprisonment in England learned 
both English and German, Then 
he escaped aboard a merchant 
ship and sailed for Santo Domin- 
go. After a few years he left the 
island for New Orleans. 


The young Frenchman finally 
acquired enough capital to pur- 
chase a small stock and set out 
for the country with a pack on 
his back. At plantation houses 
and Negro cabins, he peddled 
cookpots, knives, tignons de mad- 
ras, trinkets and ribbons. 

As the years passed, the one- 


time peddler became one of the 
richest and most influential men 
of his time in Louisian He 
owned six plantations and more 
than 1000 slaves; he was president 
of the Bank of Louisiana; he op- 
erated a cotton gin; he served as 
Louisiana’s representative in Con- 
gress; he was named president of 
the Constitutional Convention of 
1812, and he was president of the 
State Senate. 


He lived more than 80 years 
and died standing—because, he 
said, “a man should die on his 
feet, —in 1824 while held upright 
in the arms of a friend.

Inasmuch as a club opening 
would have given the defenders 
two tricks on the spot, we can- 
not wax too enthusiastic about 
the redoubled slam contract. 
Nevertheless, since South did take 
the plunge in the bidding, he was 
well advised to redouble. East, the 
doubler, was not on lead, and 
West might have trouble in figur- 
ing out just what his partner 
wanted. 

West took a long time in se 
lecting his opening lead, finger- 
ing a diamond, a heart and 4 
club in turn, but he finally de- 
cided that the heart queen had 
most in its favor. When declarer 
saw the dummy, he must have 
thanked his stars that West 
not hit upon a club lead, but then 
South proceeded to play so un- 
imaginatively that the opening 
lead ‘lost its significance. Winning 
with the heart king, he drew one 
round of trumps, and then dis- 
carded a club on the heart ace. He 
entered his hand with a trump 
and returned the diamond queen, 
obviously risking everything - on 
the finesse. East lost no time 
about winning the trick and lay- 
ing down the club king, for a 400- 
point penalty. 

Declarer had missed a wonder- 
ful opportunity. Before drawing 
any trumps, he should have dis- 
carded a diamond on the second 
heart trick, then cashed the dia- 
mond ace and ruffed a diamond. 
Now he could go back to dummy 
with a trump to ruff another dia- 
mond, and should repeat that 
process to ruff out East's last 
diamond stopper. Dummy's third 
spade would be the entry to the 
established fifth diamond, and 
now declarer could get rid of a 
club!

Meringue. 

(For Cream Pie Topping) 

Three medium egg white, one- 
third cup sugar, 
Have egg whites at room tem- 
perature. Beat until stiff, Add 
sugar in portions of 1 tablespoon 
at a time, beating well after each 
addition. Continue beating until 
meringue is stiff, glossy and 
stands in soft peaks that curve 
over slightly. Pile lightly and 
quickly on the pie, being careful 
that meringue is boldly swirled on 
in hills and valleys and toucnes 
the rim of the crust all around. 
This prevents the meringue from 
shrinking away from the crust 
during baking or serving. And 
make sure the meringue is as 
deep at the rim as in the center 
‘of the pie. This prevents the fill- 
ing from becoming heated 
through at the rim. 

Place pie on two baking sheets, 
one nested within the other. This 
serves as insulation to prevent 
over-heating of lower crust and 
filling. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) for 12 to 15 
minutes or in a hot oven (450 F.) 
for four to five minutes, or until 
x— jtoasted a delicate golden brown.

„ie sufficient for a 9-inch pie. For 
an 8-inch pie, two egg whites and 
one-fourth cup sugar will be suffi-
